Corn tends to lower pri -i ^ witli more 
enconra^fing prospects, and the expecL<t- 
tion of a heavy corn crop aft'ect.s prices 
ot provitiors, as mif^iit be expected. 

Ihe iudu.stricH continue to make pro- 
fjefi*, and higher prices for iron and 
steel produciB prov^; thai tlic supply has 
not outran the demand, bessemt'i' mm 
is a shade weaker, but giay lor^e has 
advanced about liO rents and hnished 
products are remarkably Arm. Lake 
copper has advauood t<j 12 cents.

Badiziok was an Aa»tfii.a, M ynnrs 
old, and a very violent luau.. • ie 
was confined first in the o.v , 
Brotheia' kMOltal, and from there w..^ 
taken t6 ttaie Donhing asylam on Tnur^- 
day afternoon. At the asylam be was 
received by Henry Barrot, the bath- 
room attendant, who gave him in 
charge of Goagh and Anderson. On 
Thursday uight Budizick seemed in ex- 
celleut health, and yesterday morning 
he was found dead in bed. 

The attending physician at the asy- 
lam Buspectiug bomethiug wrong ex- 
amined the body, and found that the 
tiei^ii all over the chest was badly beaten 
and bruised. In addition to this there 
w.w a bad cut on the forehead. He at 
one" hciit for the roro!ier and on the ar- 
rival iii l)( ;)uty C rouer O'Bnen, that 
otlicial a ti r one 1 'ok at the body de- 
cided to (;all in tho county physician. 
Dr. Mitcliell. The doctor made a sli;;ht 
exaiiuuatioii of the boily aiid then de- 
clared that the man liail t)een beaten to 
death, ^:ay^l:^ tliat such wounds as were 
on the corpse must have bei ii occa.-io.ied 
by a sledge hainiuer. 
. A furfiier cxam.natinn siiowed that 
Budizick had been lucraiiy hamaieic i 
to death. Every rib in liis bosfy w.is 
broken, nearly all of them m two uiec 's, 
and soveial of theiu wei e iractuie-i f. .ur 
times. The breastbone wa- broiieii in 
two places, the abdomen bore marks of 
heavy blows, several of wlucli iiiilicred 
injuries upon tiie int*'stine.> satacenr I'l 
themselves to hdvtt caaseil oeatii. In 
several piaee.s on the client aiiJ s;(ie tii? 
blows had Lioen lieult so viciu islv tiKit; 
the Ile.sh wa^ literally torn from tlie 
bone and was hanging in loose slue Is. 

Superintendent Morgan, after the 
coroner's jury had rendered a "eidict. to 
the etfect that Budizick hao been pound- 
ed to death by unknown people, picked 
oat Uoo^-h and Anderson as the two 
men most lik<>ly to be guilty of the 
crime, they having huA ubarife of the 
ward during the uight. He took them 
into his private office and they at firet 
denied . anr knowlege of how the mau 
came to his death, out finally admitted 
tliat they had assaulted liim. Ti;ey 
said that htf was very violent and that 
when they attemptad to rastrain bin 
he had assanltod them with his fists. 

Budizick being a very powerful mau, 
they Bi:ifd'they -mn afraid of him, and 
in order to pTotaot themselvei l(ad as- 
salted him ^ith itheir Aits. Wiieu 
asked how they ooold inflict mch teiTi- 
ble injuries with their hands they had 
nothing to say, simply insisting that 
they had struck him with nothing bat 
their clenched hands. Dr. Mitchell and 
Deputy Coroner O'Brieu dedam' the 
case to be cue of the worst they have 
ever heard of and without exception the 
inotit brutal adfoir that ever ooounud in 
any a^lon^ in nliaois. -

Ponolbly V.iii to rrntf'Ct the American 
Miulunuriv* in Cliina — No .^lor« Oat> 
mgn* Reported f tke Mate nnpartOMnt 
•t WanliliiBton. 

WASHlsiiTON, Aug. 10. — No ofTloial 
advices have reached the state depart- 
ment concerning tlie reported destruc- 
tion of Americau mission proi)erty at 
lughok, China. It is believed at the 
state department that the place referi-ed 
is identical with, where troubles 
were reported two days ago aud 
this second dispatoh really lolatee to tlic 
same iucideut. 

Acting Secretary Adee has received u 
telegram from Nashville sigued joint- 
ly by the soatheru Methodist ami i-'re- 
bytei'ion missiouary societies' u.'ticia:.-< 
confirming the report of the outrageous 
character of the Ku-Cheug massacie 
and urging the state department to pro- 
tect the Ameiicau missions in Chiu.i. 
Mr. Adee has res'pouded by telegraph 
that United States Minister Donby had 
already taken the most vigoroas meas- 
ures to secure the safe^ of tne AmLn- 
cans and that renewed Inatractions ; > 
that end-Sad already been cabled to tii<; 
minister. 

It is not doubted that Mr. Denby is 
doing everything possible in these dis- 
turbed couditions to care for the mi-- 
siouaries, bat there are some thiu^^s be- 
yond his power to aocomplLsh at th • 
time. He has for many mouths pers<jn- 
ally and throagh the American couKUiS 
in China, nrged the missionaries to 
come down from the daogerons iuteriov 
posts to the treaty poru, represeuiing 
to them tiiat no matter how he might 
be inclined to do so he could notuis- 
patcli ^;llps overland or up Shallow 
streams to jiiotect them. 

Admiral i-'arjieiiU'r lA also w.!li...:j t 
do everything proper to co-upcilia,; 
witli the minister and if he believes to 
be prudent to .-^end some ol his saiKirs 
and marines overland tiiri>u;iii a husiue 
country he is fuily authorized by h's iu- 
utructious from the navy department to 
do so. 

The state department fully expects to 
secure full and ample repar.inou a;id in- 
demnity for all aijurics su-sia.iie i y 
American.^ and inJemi .viiu.-ri-i ij-::->y 
has alr-.idy made a m ).-t vi^cjrou-- •!

The crew connsted of :.'5 white men 
and two Japanese. Qf this unmber 1 1 
were frozen to death or drowued, au i 
of the 16 saved but two escaped seriuu.s 
mutilation, as the effects of tlie free/.- 
iug they endnred while dinging to t!iv> 
rigging (rf the wrecked vessel and in 
their straggle to reach Wood island. 

The men had but little to say. (iood 
care and the best of nursing have so 
nourished their crippled bodies tnai they 
look well iii the face and said they were 
in gooa health. 

The government fnrnisbed the men 
with transportation from Wood island 
to this city, but now they are hcr« and 
it will be weeks before they cau go to 
work at earuiug a living, and crippled 
as they are, they are pu^zied to ifuow 
what tMy Oiwdo tosopport themselves.

Lackawanna company's .steamer Rus- 
sia, at 4 o'clock yesterday afternoon. 
One of the sunken steamer's crew 
called "Charlie," was drowned. 

The Britannic lies athwart the chan- 
nel in 80 feet of water, making naviga- 
tion dangeroas, bat not impossible, al- 
thongh tne channel is narrow at that 
point. 

Bevpral of the plates ou the Russia's 
starboard boM( were loosenod. but she 
was towed ro .i Detroit drydook in time 
to escape siUA.ug. Each is valaeCt at 
|53,00u, and both vessels are folly in- 
sured. 

Captain .Tohn D. Green of the Russia 
said fast nij^iit.

W.\sHiN<iT.)N, Aug. 10. — There is 
Uiuch sjjecuiatiou .is to who will be 
President Cleveland's choice for the 
United States snpremu bench to succeed 
the late Justice .Jacksou, but beyond 
the meutiou of available names, there 
is little of a definite nature thus early. 
It IS the general onderstandiug that no 
appointment will be made until after 
the meeting of oongreas, as the place ia 
oue of too mnoh importanoe and dig- 
nity for a recess appointee to go on the 
bench and take the chanoee ef subie* 
quent rejection by the senate. ^There 
has been no case in the recent history 
of the conntrv where an appointment 
has been niacin to the supreme benoh 
during a cougressional recess. 

It is suggested that the selection is 
most likely to be made from the east 
and probably from New York, as Mr. 
Cleveland made the last appointment— 
that of .Justice White — from the south, 
alte'- the senate had rejected the names 
of Horn blower and Peckham, both of 
New York. When the serious illness 
of Justice Jackson was first announced 
last spring, go.->sip mentioned the name 
of Mr. Bissell, then iu the cabinet, as 
the probable successor. The same sug- 
gestion is heard at the present time. As 
is usual when an important place is to 
be hlled, the name of .Secretary Carlisle 
is mentioned, but the general opiuiou is 
that should Mr. Cleveland go to his 
cabinet for au appointee he is more like- 
ly to consider Mr. Wilson or .Mr Smith. 

The name of Representative Joeiah 
Patterson oi Teuuessee will probably 
be called to the attention of the presi- 
deut, as he comes from the state of the 
late justice aud is knowu as a most 
loyal friend of Mr. Cleveland. The 
names of Don M. Dickinson and SoliO' 
itor General Hdlmee Cumd ai* aleo 
mentioned. 

There tu-e persons, however, whose 
relations with the president are of the 
closest character, who believe that Mr. 
Cleveland's first choice would be Mr. 
Olney, the secretary of state. It is 
known that he places implicit oonfl- 
deuce iu the soundness of Mr. Olney'a 
opinions on all important legal qaes- 
tions which come before him, and that 
he fully appreciates the great assistance 
Mr. Ouiey nas rendered him in the dis- 

Ksition of the great questions that 
ve arisen during the last two years. 
Whether Mr. Olney's residence in Mas- 
sachnsetts will render him unavailable . 
is uot kuowu, but it is the opinion at 
many well informed persons here that 
but for this objection Mr. Olner would 
surely be the man. Next to nim Mr. 
Rufus Peckham is thought by many to 
be the most likely to receive the nomi- 
nation. The question of confirmation 
would uot be raised, it is said, as it waa 
in the cases of Wheeler H. Peokhnm 
and Horublower.

The protectionists prophesied that free 
wool would bring ruin to American sheep 
owners, and tlut the reduction of duties 
on woolen goods would wreck on* of the 
greatest of our industries, says thoPhiU' 
delphia Kecord. This conviction was so 
flnnly fixed intbe minds of the calRmity 
prophets that they made no allowance 
for a possible failure of their prediction, 
OsBsequently the increase in the price 
of wool since the removal of the duty 
and the remarkable activity in the man- 
ofacture of woolen goods have fairly be- 
wildered them. In their confusion they 
have disregarded facts, and have franti- 
cally persisted that the reported activity 
in> the woolen industry does not exist. 
But now there comes an authoritative 
statement of the situation, the truth of 
which the doubters cannot deny. 

Somebody asked the editor of the 
American Wool and Cotton Reporter 
last week to estimate the quantity of 
woolen machinery in operation now, and 
also "at the most favorable time hith- 
erto." In reply to this inquirer the 
editor of the Reporter imparted tiie fol- 
lowing information : 

It is estimated that in May, 1392, there 
were in operation 7,784 seta of cards, 
woolen ana worsted ; 71,000 woolen and 
worsted looms, and 43,601 knitting ma- 
chines. About .lune 1, 1895, there were 
in operation S,4o«j seta of cards, woolen 
and worsted ; 77,1(XJ looms on woolen 
and worsted goods, and 64,250 knitting 
iiiaehines; this probably must l)e in- 
creased at date in every particular, as 
tliere is a most imposing list of enlarge- 
ments of woolen mills and installation of 
new machinery since January 1, 1895, 
exclusive of thirty-eight brand new en- 
terprises ( wotjlen mills) and a large num- 
ber of new knitting plants. 

The siguiflcance of these figures is not 
to be mistaken by any reader of intelli- 
gence. Add to this proof of activity the 
general increase in wages during the past 
two months and it will be seen how ut- 
terly the dismal piedictions of the pro- 
tectionists have failed of realization.
